THE CENTRE OF THE WORLD. 


By Thos. McGillicuddy, Department of 
Agriculture, Toronto. 


After making some pleasing local al- 
lusions ,and telling a couple of apt 
humorous stories, the speaker proceeded 
to say: When I was a very small boy 
I climbed to the roof of our little house, 
and there I made a wonderful discov- 
ery: That our home was the center of 
the world! I told the members of my 
family and the neighbors about it, but 
those who didn’t say ‘‘Nonsense’’ 
smiled at me. I stoutly maintained that 
our ‘house was the centre of the world, 
and offered to prove it to anyone who 
would accompany me to the roof, by 
showing them that the sky came down 
at equal distance all around it! (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) That humble abode 
was indeed the centre of a domestic 
world—with a limited horizon, it is 
true—but out from it have gone influ- 
ences that still vibrate. 

Each of us, and all of us, are world 
centres. Consciously or unconsciously, 
We are being influenced by, and are in- 
fluencing one another. Emerson brings 
this thought out strikingly in his poem, 
‘Each and All’’: 


‘‘Little thinks in the field yon red- 
cloked clown 

Of thee, on the hilltop, looking down. 

The heifer that lows on the upland 
farm 

Far heard, lows not thine ear to charm. 

The sexton tolling the bell at noon 

Dreams not that great Napoleon 

Stops his horse and lists with delight, 

Whilst his files sweep round yon Alpine 
height. 

Nor knowest thou what argument 

Thy life to thy neighbor’s creed hath 
lent.’? 


A Centre for Dairy Consultation. 


Picton is tonight a dairy world centre. 
It is the Mecea of the Eastern Ontario 
dairymen just at present and the pil- 
grims are jndeed a happy, joyful band. 
(Laughter.) The eyes of the agricul- 
tural, commercial and political worlds 
are for the time being focussed upon 
Picton. Those keen young men at the 
press table will make the telegraph 
wires hot tonight as they send off their 
reports to the daily press; and tomor- 
row morning bankers, merchants, jour- 
nalists and politicians will eagerly sean 


the papers to see what has been said 
and done by the men who have gathered 
at this splendid convention. Why? Be- 
cause, as the poet has said: ‘‘The 
farmer feeds them all.’’ 


Dairying is a Social Centre. This 
great assembly tonight suggests that 
the dairy industry closely touches the 
community on the human side. Every 
cheese factory is a social centre. Opin- 
ions as well as products are there in- 
terchanged; minds as well as pocket- 
books are expanded by factory inter- 
course. A well-conducted cheese fac 
tory in a rural community is, next to 
the home, the church, the school, and 
the public library, a social refiner and 
educator. A beautiful German legend 
says that the hut of a poor fisherman 
was changed into a temple of exquis- 
itely wrought silver by a certain tiny 
lamp being lighted and placed within 
it. Many of my older hearers have 
known something almost as marvellous 
as that to have taken place in our own 
province. They have seen the humble 
log houses of the early settlers quickly 
transformed into mansions of brick and 
stone by the advent of the cheese fac- 
tory. (Applause.) 

Modern Dairying is a Scientific Cen- 
tre. The chemist and bacteriologist 
have each an ever enlarging field of in- 
vestigation and counsel in connection 
with the handling of milk and of its 
products. Adulteration and taints are 
traced to their origins, and can thus 
be corrected. Butter and cheese mak- 
ing is being more and more reduced to 
a science. Technical knowledge that 
was formerly the portion of the cul- 
tured few is now being possessed by 
many of the skilled dairymen of Can- 
ada, and the old rule of thumb has been 
relegated to the shelf with grandfath- 
er’s clock. The chemists and bacteri- 
ologists who have done investigation 
work in connection with our Ontario 
cheese factories have saved the country 
tens of thousands of dollars within the 
past seven years, and have done so at a 
minimum of cost. The farmer of today 
is not seared at the appearance of the 
scientific professor; he knows that he 
is a man a brother and a friend, as well 
as a learned specialist. 

Dairying is a Manufacturing Centre. 
The dairyman is a manufacturer. By 
devising and feeding well-balanced ra- 
tions he helps the cow to make milk 
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more copiously and more cheaply for cattle breeders, because, although not 


him, and in that way he is a manufac. 
turer of the increased yield. By co 
operating with the cheese-maker the 
farmer who supplies milk to the factory 
also becomes a manufacturer of cheese 
or butter, a finished product in concrete 
form, and easily handled for the home 
or foreign market. It is estimated that 
butter and cheese to the value of $23,- 
000,000 were exported from Canada in 
the year 1907, and in addition to this 
a fair portion of the bacon product ex- 
ported may also ‘be claimed as a dairy 
side line. In the county of Prince Ed- 
ward, in 1906, cheese to the value of 
$586,661 was made. Patrons to the 
number of 1,916 were paid $521,484 for 
their milk, an average of $272 a patron, 
As each patron represents from four or 
five to a household, this means that 
neatly 10,000 persons in this small but 
prosperous county are more or less de- 
pendent upon the cheese industry for a 
living. (Applause.) 

Dairying is a Co-operative World 
Centre. In dairying, as in religion, ‘‘ No 
man liveth unto himself.’’ Cheese- 
making is the largest co-operative busi- 
ness we have. There are about 60,000 
patrons of the cheese factories of this 
province. Many of these factories are 
directly, and most of them indirectly, 
co-operative in charaeter. My own opin- 
ion is that much of the growth of the 
public ownership idea in Ontario can 
be traced to the influence of the co- 
operative cheese factory. It certainly 
has suggested the possibilities of more 
generally united action in business mat 
ters relating to the publie at large. 

The dairy world is to be saved and 
upheld by some measure of faith, and 
by a very large endeavor along the line 
of good works. 


CATTLE RAISING IN BELGIUM. 





According to information furnished 
by Consul-General Henry W. Diederich, 
of Antwerp, Belgium has an abundance 
of excellent pasturage, and the raising 
of cattle forms an important occupation 
of the people. He writes: 

The country is noted for four of its 
breeds of cattle—the Blue breed, the 
Flemish, the Ardenne and the Condroz. 
The Blue cattle are raised in Brabant 
and Hainaut. They thrive best in the 
warmer climates or hilly countries, 
where the cold is not excessive. The 
cow gives 3,600 to 4,000 liters (1 liter — 
1.0567 quarts) of milk per annum, and 
25 to 30 liters yield 1 kilo (2.2 pounds) 
of butter. The characteristics of the 
Flemish cattle are the same as those of 
the Blue, save that the oxen are very 
strong and highly prized for field labor. 


The Ardenne cattle are raised in the 
mountainous parts of Belgium, and are 
of the greatest interest to American 


so well developed as the preceding 
breeds, they are easily acelimatized. 
The cow gives 1,600 to 2,500 liters of 
milk per annum, and 26 to 29 liters of 
the milk yield 1 kilo of butter. The 
meat is in much demand for its fine 
flavor. The Condroz cattle combine 
the characteristics of the Blue and Ar- 
denne breeds. The cow gives 2,500 
liters of milk per annum, of which 25 
to 30 liters yield 1 kilo of butter. 

In addition to pasturage Belgium eat- 
tle are freely fed on prepared fodder, 
according to approved formulas, and it 
has been proved that each animal gives 
a profit in proportion to the kinds and 
quantities thus fed to it.

GOVERNMENT CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS IN 
BRAZIL, 


Consul-General George E. Anderson 
reports that the Federal Government of 
Brazil is preparing a campaign against 
tuberculosis in the cities of the Repub 
lie, especially in Rio de Janeiro, equal 
to that against yellow fever, which has 
placed that city among the most health- 
ful cities of the world. 

The present number of deaths due to 
consumption in Rio de Janeiro and in 
Brazil generally explains the extraor- 
dinary measures to be taken by the Gov- 
ernment against tuberculosis aeeording 
to the announced plans. The tables of 
mortality of the Federal distriet show 
that out of a tetal of 14,660 deaths in 
1905, 2,663 were due to pulmonary tu- 
berculosis, as compared with 287 from 
the dreaded yellow fever. In 1906, out 
of a total of 13,956 deaths 2,649 were 
from tuberculosis, while in 1907 out of 
a total of 13,014 deaths 2,587 was the 
proportion. Therefore of all deaths in 
Rio de Janeiro, during those years one 
in five was due to consumption, and 
that, too, in spite of the highly eom- 
mendable work done by the League 
Against Tuberculosis hereinafter men- 
tioned, whose eflicacy is already shown 
in the slightly decreased record for the 
past two years. What systematic work 
in sanitation can do, however, is shown 
in the totals of deaths given in the case 
of vellow fever. In the latter disease 
the deaths in 1905 were 287, in 1906, 42, 
and in 1907, 39. The disease is stamped 
out so far as the general publie in Rio 
de Janeiro is concerned, the few cases 
noted arising in out-ofsthe-way places 
and being so well guarded and pursued 
that all danger of epidemic under pres- 
ent regulations is done away with. 

The New Campaign Against the Disease. 

Naturally, with such suecess in dis- 
posing of yellow fever back of them, 
the sanitary authorities of Brazil feel 
that something can be done against tu- 
berculosis. There are 26 cities in the 





country which are ineluded in the plans 
outlined in this report, but for the time 
being, and with the initial expense, most 
attention will be paid to Rio de Janeiro 
as the capital and chief city of the na- 
tion. This new campaign involves the 
expenditure of $1,250,000 as a begin- 
ning of the movement. The plan in- 
cludes legislation which may have a 
marked influence upon similar move 
iments in the world generally. The Bra 
zilian project includes as its materia! 
features: 

The compulsory reporting of every 
case of tuberculosis to the sanitary au- 
thorities; the complete assumption of 
charge of all cases of tuberculosis by 
publie authorities, in which infectious 
cases are separated from the public and 
patients supported by the public; the 
establishment of hospitals, with com- 
plete isolation, for tuberculosis-infected 
invalids, and of hotels and boarding- 
houses, agricultural colonies, and sani- 
taria for those not invalid; the absolute 
refusal of admission into Brazil of any 
person or animal having tuberculosis; 
the inspection of all foods and materials 
likely to earry bacilli of the disease, 
with power to destroy anything infect- 
ed; and the betterment of food, housing 
and other conditions of life for the large 
mass of the population in which tuber- 
culosis is raging, for the prevention of 
the disease by fortifying the people 
against it by improving their general 
health. 

No modern means for combating the 
disease js to be neglected and there is 
to be given full effect in Rio de Janciro 
to practically all methods of fighting 
the disease which sanitary officials the 
world over have been working for at 
various times and places. 





FROM A BUSHEL OF CORN. 


From a bushel of corn the distiller 
gets four gallons of whisky, which re- 
tails at $16.80.

THE NEW METHOD OF TESTING 
FOR TUBERCULOSIS, 


(From the Pacifie Dairy Review.) 


During the past year medical and 
veterinary journals have been devot- 
ing considerable space to discussions of 
the ophthalmo and ecuti reactions; modi- 
fications of the usual method of apply- 
ing the tuberculin test for tuberculosis. 
In response to a request of the editor 
of The Pacific Dairy Review I will try 
and explain as clearly as possible what 
thsee tests are, 

The ophthalmo, or oculo-tubereulin 
test, as it is sometimes called, is be- 
coming popular in diagnosing doubtful 
cases of tubereulosis in human beings. 
It is performed by placing in the eye 
a drop of specially prepared tuberculin. 
It the person ig not tubercular no ef- 
fect is produced, but in tubercular per- 
sons the application is followed by a 
slight inflammation. Although — this 
method is gaining in popularity, it has 
not reached as reliable a development 
as the hypodermie method. The ap- 
plication of the test is more simple, and 
in case the patient is tubereular the re- 
action fever is avoided. Many physi- 
cians who have hesitated to use tuber- 
culin subeutaneously are resorting to 
the ocular method. The test has been 
applied to eattle by veterinary investi- 
gators with varying success. 

The euti-reaction is a method that 
seems more promising in veterinary 
medicine. The euti tests for cattle are 
usually performed as follows: The skin 
is shaved on a surface measuring one or 
two square inches in a region where 


the skin ean be easily pinched and 
raised with the fingers; the neck is 
probably the best place. Parts of the 
hody where the skin is stretched tightly 
must be avoided. After shaving, the 


skin is very lightly scarified by making 
six or seven slight seratches with a 
sharp knife point, and five or six drops 
of ‘*brute’’ tuberculin are rubbed for 
half a minute on this freshly shaven 
and irritated skin. The reaction con- 
sists of an exudative inflammation be- 
ginning at about the twelfth hour and 
persisting for twenty-four hours or 
more, 

A modification of the cuti-reaction is 
ealled the dermo test. It is performed 
in essentially the same manner, except 
that the skin is not scarified. 

The great advantage of the euti and 
ophthalmo methods is that these opera- 
tions do not render the animals unre- 
sponsive to tuberculin and they can be 
tested repeatedly. 1f these tests be- 
come a practical suecess another ad- 
vantage will be the elimination of the 
use of the clinical thermometer. The 
cost of thermometer breakage in ordi- 
nary tubereulin testing of cattle is ex- 
cessive. 

It is probable that for some time to 
come we will read of the results ob- 
tained by investigators, but as yet the 
tests are in the experimental stage.

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LARGEST RECORD EVER MADE IN 
CANADA, 





The Holstein cow, Sara Jewel Hen- 
gerveld 3d, in our herd recently made 
the following records: 93 Ibs, milk in 
one day, 640.1 Ibs. in seven days, 2613.1 
Ibs. in 30 days, 30.397 Ibs. butter in 
seven days, 121.37 lbs. butter in 30 days. 
These are the largest butter records 
ever made by any cow in Canada. Her 
dam, Sara Jewel Hengerveld, gave 100.4 


lbs. milk in one day, 685 Ibs, in seven 
days, 2625.8 Ibs. in 30 days, 28.13 Ibs. 
butter in seven days, 110.19 lbs. in 30 
days. This cow had a severe attack 
of scours shortly after starting her test, 
or her record would probably have been 
greater than that of her daughter. The 
last seven days of her test were her 
best. Her milk record for this time 
is the largest ever made in the Domin- 
ion, while the combined seven-day ree- 
ord of this cow and her daughter is 
the largest combined record of any 
mother and daughter of the breed. 


Sara Jewel Hengerveld is sired by 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, 
the only bull of the breed that has sired 
two daughters with records of over 30

That the tuberculin 
test is valuable is 
not to be doubted, 
but rather as esatb- 
lishing suspicion than as condemning to 
the black. 

Why do we say this? Because we 
are assured that advanced cases do not 
react, but that animals very slightly 
affected invariably do. If, now, the 
tuberculin test were to constitute the 
deadline, many animals in the advanced 
stages of tuberculosis would be retained 
in their respective herds while many 
animals that would never become in- 
fectious would be slaughtered. A 
healed tubercle is of little more conse- 
quence in a cow’s anatomy, so far as 
health is concerned, than a tattoo mark 
on &2 man’s arm, 

Therefore, I repeat, the tuberculin 
test should be used only as an indica- 
tor, a means of establishing cases where 
caution is to be taken. The milk and 
excretions of such animals might be ex- 
amined and the fact established as to 
whether or not they were giving off con- 
tagious germs, The test would indicate 
animals that would be benefited by spe-

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cial hygienic treatment and sanitary 
provision and ¢are. 

To slaughter all animals reacting to 
the ‘tuberculin test, and only those, 
would be not only unwise but unscien- 
tific. It would be a wasteful procedure 
and utterly fail in the object sought. 
This seems to be not only in accord 
with the facts, but the dictum of plain, 
common sense.

F Probably no other
